WASHINGTON (UPI) — A fed- 
eral court jury Thursday ac- 
quitted attorney Thurman A. 
Whiteside of charges that he

The jury also found Whiteside 
not guilty of trying to corruptly 
influence -Mack while the Chan- 
nel 10 case was being heard by 
the Federay Communications 
Commission. 

Whiteside broke into tears on 
hearing the verdict, as did his 
wife who sat beside him. After 


the courtroom cleared they em- 
braced. 


SECOND TRIAL 


This was the second trial for | 


Whiteside. At the first hearing, in 
which he and Mack went on trial 
together, the jury was unable to 
agree and a mistrial was de- 
clared. 


Mack was declared too ill to 
stand trial this time. After the 
verdict was in Thursday, Prosecu- 
tor Oliver Dibble said he did 
not know what effect the acquit- 
tal of Whiteside would have on 
the still-pending charges against 
Mack. 


The jury took less than four 
hours to clear Whiteside, follow- 
ing a one-hour charge by Judge 
Alexander Holtzoff. The judge 
praised the panel for an “‘entire- 
ly reasonable’’ verdict — one 
that achieved “the result the 
court would have reached.” 


Richard H. Hunt, defense coun- 
sel, said, “Thank God for a fair 
judge and jury.”’ 

ONE QUESTION 

In his charge, Holtzoff told 
the jurors they had to answer 
only one question — whether 
money given or loaned to Mack 
by Whiteside was an ordinary 
loan or a bribe to influence 
Mack’s vote in the Channel 10 
case.

State Board of Education Chairman 
James S. Peters continues to exhibit 
qualities of statesmanship and responsi- 
bility badly needed in modern Georgia. 
His common-sense views and his political 
courage in expressing them are adding 
new laurels to his fine record of pub- 
lic service. 

So it was Wednesday when Mr. Jim 
removed the covers from a fundamental 
weakness in administration of our public 
schools. Our citizens, he declared blunt- 
ly, must decide whether “they’re going to 
maintain high schools as community cen- 
ters or as educational centers.” If they 
want the latter, he added, the state board 
must be given authority to consolidate 
schools across county lines. 

Georgia has 368 high schools, Mr. 
Peters pointed out. Of these, only 40 meet 
the “minimum requirement of 100 in each 
graduating class” outlined as basic by Dr. 
James B. Conant in his studies of the 
American school system. 

Educators, laymen and politicians, too, 
long have known about this problem. 
They know about the added costs of 
transportation because of the county-line 
barrier .They know the dilution of our to- 
tal educational effort because of mainte- 
nance of uneconomic units. They know, 
too, that the problem of teachers, teach- 
er-training and all other public school 
ills are related directly to it. 

Why, then, Mr. Peters asks legisla- 
tors now studying specific angles of the 
educational program, shouldn’t this fun- 
damental illness be placed on the legisla- 
tive agenda for correction? 

Why not, indeed? 

If the barrier of county lines is con- 
tributing to Georgia’s turning out an “in- 
ferior educational product,” it’s time to 
apply the remedy. Thanks to Mr. Jim for 
a challenge to action.

Charles Bloch, who serves on Geor- 
gia’s Democratic Executive Committee, 
but who hasn’t voted Democratic in a 
presidential election for 16 years, has 
come out for the Democrats in 1960.

Now that the Techwood agreement 
has been reached we hope the city will do 
all in its power to regain as much lost 
time as possible in getting the project 
completed. That means a little more speed 
than we've seen on our expressways.

Sen. Kennedy was asked whether he thought Quemoy and Matsu 


ought to be occupied or evacuated. 


Kennedy's reply laid him open to the political pillory. He made 
it at a time when nobody wants to retreat one inch from Russia, and 
when a proposal to give up one inch lays one open to the charge of 


faint heart. 


To Kennedy's credit, he said the United States ought to draw 
clearly those lines upon which it would fight. He said the United 
States ought to fight to defend Formosa and that we ought to let 
China know we will. But he said the Eisenhower administration's fuzzy 
stand on whether it will or will not fight for Quemoy and Matsu 
leaves China guessing. And it leaves the American people guessing. 
And he said this country ought to take the advice of its top military 
men and realize Quemoy and Matsu are indefensible, lying as they 


do under Communist coastal guns. 


Instead of waiting until China challenges us, we ought to do 
what we can with Nationalist China to get those islands off our list 
of commitments, and instead draw a Formosa line that China would 
cross at the stated risk of her own destruction, Kennedy said. 

Vice President Nixon then and later counterattacked this in the 
language of a man who thinks somebody is trying to sell the pass. 
He solemnly hoped Kennedy would change his mind and refuse to 
back up one inch on those islands. To hear Nixon tell it, Quemoy 
and Matsu were symbols of whether America would quit or fight. And 
in his attack upon Kennedy lay the tactic Nixon has too often fol- 
lowed—that of trying to appeal to the public's passions. It smacked 
of the 1956 ridicule he heaped on Adlai Stevenson for advocating a 
ban on H-bomb tests—a ban that President Eisenhower later ordered. 


Such appeals do not quite ring true. 


But they are politically potent. Nixon obviously felt Kenendy had 
blundered. He felt, and still seems to feel, that he can turn Quemoy 
and Matsu into a test of American patriotism, whereas Kennedy 
seems to trust in the people’s ability to think it out.

Against this background, any endorsement of Kennedy's position 
is risky. It is particularly risky for a Southern conservative senator, 
who traditionally has gained votes by saying give no inch, send 
troops to Cuba, send the World Court to impotent limbo, send for- 


eign aid through the disposall. 


Yet Sen. Herman Tzelmadge said, when asked, that he backed 
the Kennedy position on Quemoy and Matsu. The islands are so ob- 
viously indefensible that they ought to be written off before they be- 
come symbols, as the Tachen islands were written off without a word 
out of Nixon. Sen. Talmadge did not break away from Red China; 
rather his message was that if China wants war, let her say so loud 
and clear, and she will have it in the Formosa strait. But he backed 
the Kennedy position that a half-cocked fist on Quemoy and Matsu will 
fool nobody except Americans. He favored a fully cocked fist on a 


drawn line. 


Talmadge talked sense, just as Kennedy did. He showed personal 
courage, and faith in the common sense of Georgians, by doing so.

WASHINGTON—The GOP is now opening the 
big push, in line with the basic strategy of its 


presidential nominee, Richard Nixon, that the aS 

last 20-odd days of the campaign will tell the tale. And Nixon him- 
self, though by no means taking it easy before this, is now throw- 
ing the last ounce of his carefully husbanded power into the struggle. 


The Republicans are calling up 
all the heaviest weapons in their 
armory, including that of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. Since Labor 
Day they had practiced what in 
military terms long familiar to 
the President would be called a 
limited commitment of force. 


For two months they had de- 
liberately allowed the Kennedy- 
Johnson Democratic ticket to take 
and on the whole to maintain the 
aggressive initiative. 

The reserves are now being 
brought into the forward line. 
The President is at the apex, with 
all the Republican Cabinet mem- 
bers and state and local party 
officeholders forming the base of 
the counteroffensive. 

For the first time in the cam- 
paign the full array of Republi- 
can strength is being brought to 
bear against a full Democratic 
array already long since in the 
field. 

Democratic Commander in 
Chief, Sen. Kennedy, has his vice 
presidential running mate, Sen. 
Johnson, on his right flank. He 
has former President Truman in 
his main support at the center. 
On his left he has Adlai Steven- 
former Gov.

New York and a large secondary- 
supporting force of a dozen na- 
tional politicians with national or 
more or less national following.

Seeks Missing Driver

DALTON—A woman and her teen-age daughter 
plan to take the “‘trucker’s route” to Columbus Friday 
to try to find out what happened to Archie L. Taylor, 


a veteran driver who 


disappeared 


days ago while 


hauling a $14,000 load of cheese to Jacksonville, Fla. 


“We're going to stop at every. 


truck-stop and service station, 
any place where he might've 
stopped, to try to find somebody 
who saw him,” said Mrs. Taylor, 
wife of the missing trucker. 


“Archie wouldn't have just 
walked out. He’s been driving too 
long. He was planning to retire 
soon. I know something has hap- 
pened to him, And I hope to 
find out what,” Mrs. Taylor added. 


Taylor’s truck and the load of 
cheese were found parked on a 
Columbus street three days after 
he was scheduled to arrive in 
Jacksonville. But there was no 
trace of Taylor. 


On her long haul to Columbus, 
Mrs. Taylor plans to take along 
her 14-year-old daughter, Maxie 
Marie, and the wife of another 
truck driver. 


Police in three states have been 
alerted to look for Taylor. who 
has been driving trucks for 25 
years. Taylor was described by 
fellow truckers as “‘very depend- 
able driver.” 


“We've just got to find him. 
Our daughter hasn't been to 
school a day since Archie dis- 
appeared,”’ Mrs. Taylor said. 


“He told me just before he 
left on that last trip that he 
wanted to get off the road and 
retire. He said: “Hon, we're get- 
ting old. We ought to sell the 
house and get a little place just 
outside town. I want to get off 
the road and rest.” ”’ 

Mrs. Taylor said her husband 
had had two “blackout spells 
within the past year which, doc- 
tors said, were caused by 
“nerves.” 


Taylor has brown hair, brown 
eyes and is five feet seven inches 
tall. He wears dark horn-rim 
glasses. 


“If we don’t find out something 
along the route, we plan to go 
to Dothan, Ala.,”” Mrs. Taylor 
said. “Maybe they know some- 
thing about him. He has relatives 
in Dothan.

to 574. Nineteen of these persons 
have been shot sincé the revolu- 
tionary tribunals were reinstituted 
a year ago. 


Moving swiftly in the past few 
days, the tribunal also ground out 
prison sentences for almost 200 
persons. Among them was anoth- 
er American, Richard Pecoraro of 
Staten Island, N.Y. The former 
New York City fireman was re- 
ported to have received a 20-year 
sentence for collaborating with in- 
surgents in the Escambray Moun- 
tains of central Cuba. 


Pecoraro said he had come to 
Cuba just to see what was going 
on and got caught in the govern- 
ment’s roundup of counterrevolu- 
tionaries. 


Zarba, 27, and seven Cuban 
companions were convicted 
Wednesday night in Santiago. Zar- 
ba told the court during the one- 
day trial that he landed with an 
invasion force of would-be guerril- 
las, but was only a member of 
the boat erew. He said he tried to 
leave the expedition in the Baha- 
mas before it got here but was 
forced to stay on. Zarba said the 
boat sailed from Miami, Fla. It 
landed on Cuba’s northeast coast 
last week, and 20 of the 27-man 
expedition were captured soon aft- 
erward. 


Early Thursday morning, Zarba 
and his Cuban companions were 
taken to the army rifle range near 
Santiago. The reports of the first 
rifles crackled out through the 
San Juan Valley before dawn. 
Four different rifle squads faced 
the execution wall as the prisoners 
were executed, two by two. 


Near Santa Clara, a provincial 
capital in central Cuba, blue- 
shirted civilian militiamen took 
over the executioner’s chores 
Wednesday night, gunning down 
five convicted insurgents charged 
with waging guerrilla warfare in 
the Escambray Mountains.

Two peasants were 
acquitted. 


The Santiago verdicts were 
headlined by the  semiofficial 
newspaper Revolucion: ‘“Maxi- 
mum penalty for seven henchmen 
and one gringo.” 


Military appeals courts swiftly 
rejected defense pleas for clem- 
ency for the condemned men in 
both trials.

Here are answers given by Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon and Sen. John F. Kennedy on 
questions raised Thursday night in their third 
television-radio debate. 


Quemoy and Matsu? 

KENNEDY—Said that Nixon has taken the po- 
sition that the United States should “‘fight to keep 
those islands in the territory of freedom... as 
a matter of principle’ at the risk of bringing on 
war, 

But even the Republican administration, said 
the Democratic presidential nominee, has tried 
to persuade Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to 
reduce his Nationalist Chinese troops on the five- 
miles-from-China islands, while President Fisen- 
hower has given assurance that no one need fear 
that this country will become militarily involved 
in defending the two small islands for themselves. 


NIXON—The Republican presidential nominee 
cited Eisenhower's views in contrary fashion: 
The President has warned, he said, that giving 
up bits of free territory “‘to placate aggression” 
simply brings more and more pressure, “‘to the 
point where war would be inevitable.” 


When asked whether he would ‘“‘launch us into 
war’ in event of Red Chinese attack on Quemoy 
and Matsu, Nixon replied that if the assault 
‘‘were the prelude to an attack on Formosa, there 
would be no question but that the United States 
would honor its treaty obligation.”’ But to indicate 
in advance how the United States would respond, 
he said. ‘“‘would not be in the best interest of the 
United States.”’ / 


Berlin? 

KENNEDY—When asked if his views on Que- 
moy and Matsu implied thathe would not take 
military action to defend Berlin, Kennedy re- 
plied: “I've said on many occasions that we must 
keep ... our commitments to maintain the free- 
dom and independence of West Berlin. 


NIXON—In reply to Kennedy's charges that 
Republicans have taken a “‘trigger-happy”’ atti- 
tude on Quemoy and, Matsu, he said three Demo- 
cratic presidents ‘‘have led us into war’’ in the 
past 50 years, and no Republican president has 
done so. But ‘“‘there is no question about the ne- 
cessity of defending Berlin,” he said. 


Talks With Russia? 


KENNEDY—‘‘Another effort should be made, 


by a new administration in January 1961, to re- 
new negotiations with Soviet Russia.”” The talks 
should cover controls over nuclear tests and dis- 
armament, he said, adding: 


“One of my criticisms of this administration is 
that I do not feel a real effort has been made. | 
will make one last great effort... .” 


NIXON—Promising a major speech on this 
subject next week, Nixon declared that the Re- 
publican administration “has gone the extra mile 
and then some’”’ in trying to reduce war hazards 
by negotiation. 


Government Spending? 
KENNEDY—He denied Nixon’s statement that 
Kennedy's legislative program would cost at least 
$10 billion more than the GOP program. 


“I have declared in favor of a balanced budg- 
et,”"” Kennedy said. He said his farm program 
would cost $1.5 to $2 billion less than the present 
program and Nixon’s would cost at least a billion 
dollars more. 


Interest costs could be cut perhaps $1 billion 
by a change of what he called the tight-money 
policy, Kennedy said; the closing of tax loopholes 
would enhance federal revenues, and using the 
social security system for medical care to the 
aged would exclude that cost from the budget. 


NIXON—The vice president retorted that Ken- | 


nedy’s farm program was “the most fantastic, 
the worst from the standpoint of the farmers, that 
ever has been pushed on the American people.”’ 
It would cause a 25 per cent rise in food prices, 
he said. 


Nixon challenged Kennedy's proposal to scrap 
the administration’s money policy, charging that 
this would bring inflation. He said economic 
growth must be Sign by “‘tax reforms’’ and 
other measures to stimulate private investment. 


Religious Bias? 

KENNEDY—In reply to a question on race 
prejudice, which suggested that the “Ku Kiux 
Klan is riding again’’ because of Kennedy's Cath- 
olic faith, the Democrat said he knew his oppo- 
nent wanted no support from the Klan and had 
no intention of exploiting racial or religious feel- 
ing. 


NIXON—The vice president said he repudi- 


ated both the Klan and the religious issue: ““We 
cannot have any test of religion, any test of 
race: it must be a test of the man.”’ he said.

The vice president came back 
later and said he would issue a 
White Paper on this subject that 
would prove he is right. 

Nixon reacted sharply to a 
newsmen’s question recalling that 
Kennedy had spoken this week of 
the nation not wanting a “‘trigger- 
happy” president. The reference 
was to Nixon’s demand that the 
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United States stand ready to pro- 
tect Quemoy and Matsu. 


Saying he resented the implica- 
tion, the vice president declared 
there is no evidence that the Re- 
publicans hav been trigger-hap- 
py. He noted that the country has | -—— 
gone to war under three Demo- 
cratic presidents. 


And Nixon repeated his charge 
that Kennedy, in speaking of the 
islands as strategically indefensi- 
ble and not worth the risk of war, 
was in fact fanning the flames of 
war. 


To give in to aggression of any 
extent, Nixon argued, would only 
encourage the Communist dicta- 
torships to demand more and 
more.

Make-up Enhances 


ven a Pretty Face

You can be beautiful and you 


‘can have all the beautifying aids 


on the market. But, if you don’t 
know how to bring your beau- 
tiful face and beautifying aids 
together, you will never get the 
results for which they were in- 
tended. 


Cosmetics were created to en- 
hance nature. They were never 
meant to be noticed per se. 
However, many wearers make 
either the mistake of applying 
too little or too much. Conse- 
quently, the “‘little under’’ does 
not get her full benefit and the 
“too much user” looks too the- 
atrical. Both should realize that 
making the beautiful face is a 
fine art and can be learned in 
no less than a couple of hours. 
Once learned, however, it does 
take practice to become expert. 


Just to be sure they were do- 
ing it right and practicing to- 
ward being experts, a group of 
Atlanta women have been at- 
tending two-hour morning ses- 
sions with a couple of expert 
teachers from Alexandra de 
Markoff of New York. Miss 
Mimi Weiss, fashion director, as- 
sisted by Miss Mildred Gay, 
beauty consultant, go from the 
first to the very last step in a 
beauty symposium with every- 
thing furnished. 


RITUAL BEGINS 


They greet the gals fresh out 
of bed with a steaming cup of 
coffee to open their eyes and 
the ritual begins. 


Each student has a table set 
for her with a standing mirror 
a hand mirror, cotton pads, tis- 
sues, and a kit of beauty essen- 
tials. Each drapes herself in a 
cape to protect her clothing and 
wraps a band around her fore- 
head to keep ther hair away 
from her face. Miss Weiss ex- 
plains that the band may go be- 
hind or over the ears but if the 


face gets red, the band is too 
tight and circulation is being 


stopped. 


Since make-up is only as pret- 
ty as the foundation over which 
it is put, it is explained that a 
shiningly clean, spotless com- 
plexion is the beginning. The 
gals shake a bottle of fluid skin 
cleanser and begin tipping its 
contents to their face with their 
fingertips. 


They are cautioned not to 
push or pull in any direction 
because the skin may stretch 
when the fatty tissue and blood 
vessels are disturbed. The ob- 


ject is to follow the basic con- 
tour of the face and neck, al- 
ways moving upward from the 
chin to the cheeks then across 
the nose and around the eyes 
to the forehead. 


This done, everyone gets into 
the swing of things. Now they 
are instructed to tissue off, with 
the tissue wrapped around the 
hand, in the same manner in 
which the cleanser was applied. 
And always close the bottles 
tightly with their own caps as 
each bottle is used. (Think of 
how distressing it could be to 
try to fit caps on all the bottles 
once they became separated 
from their owner.) 


COMPLEXION FRESHENER 


Now complexions are shiny 
and looking natural. But some 
cleanser may have escaped the 
tissue. So to be absolutely sure 
there is not a trace of cream, 
the last hidden touch is re- 
moved with complexion freshen- 
er poured on a cotton pad. This 
does to cream what water does 
to soap. 


Feeling cool and refreshed, 
complexions are yearning to be 
made up beautifully. But, 
first, the students are told: The 
basic construction of the skin is 
affected by the weather and is 
constantly losing moisture. So 
feed it with moisturizing in- 
gredients and give thg eye area

Now there is something to 
build on and so the foundation 
is the next step. Stirred and. 
shaken so that the color and oil 
are mixed, it is put on the chin, 
cheeks, forehead (sparingly), 
and blended all over the face 
and down the neck. The gals 
are cautioned not to change the 
color of their skin. A founda- 
tion should add to the skin's 
natural glow—and never look a 
mask. 


HIGHLIGHT OF COLOR 


To give the face a slight high- 
light of color is the next step 
and that takes rouge. Each stu- 
dent dots it on wherever she 
wants the highlight and then 
blends it. 


Now comes the focal point of 
the face—the eyes. The stu- 
dents are shown how to pencil 
brows, using a shade closely 
matching their natural brows 
or slightly lighter than the hair, 
without changing the basic 
shape and filling in above, in- 
stead of below. Start at the cen- 
ter of the pupil of the eye and 
feather-stroke out. Now shadow 
the lid by balancing the little 
finger on the cheek starting at 
the inner edge of the pupil. The 
Shade is determined by the 
color of the eyes. 


To set the foundation, eye- 
brow pencil, shadow and route, 
a colorless powder is dusted 
lightly over the entire area. 


The eyes are finished with a 
liquid liner in the same shade 
as the shadow. Just above the 
edge of upper lashes, the gals 
swept a line starting at the in- 
ner corner across the eye to 
end just beyond the corner with 
a slight upsweep. Mascara, in 
a basic shade of black or brown 
for day or color by night, 
crowned their magnificent eyes. 


Lastly color was applied to 
lips with a lipstick color blend- 
ed to the rouge shade. They 
were instructed to consider 
the basic complexion coloring, 
hair, eyes and shade of fashion 
to be worn when they selected 
a lipstick; and to follow the 
outline of the mouth as closely 
as possible.

As they say in the football trade, statistics don’t 
matter, It’s only the final total which counts and to- 
day the Pittsburgh Pirates are the champions of the 
baseball world for the first time in 35 years. 


And as they’re saying in Pittsburgh, it was worth waiting for. 

No champion ever climbed on the throne in a more dramatic 
manne. The Pirates were outscored 55 to 27, outclassed completely 
ae “me in three games and seemingly out of 
he 4 4 contention in the final coptest. 


; But Danny Murtaugh’s men, who 
fF, won the N. L. pennant by coming from 
* behind in more than half their games, 
then staged one of the greatest finishes 
of all time. 


Admittedly, the Pirates got a tre- 
mendous break when Bill Virdon’s hop- 
per in the five-run eighth took a bad 
bounce and struck shortstop Tony 
Kubek in the throat. That hurt the 
Yankees for the ball was labeled DP. 
But that didn’t beat them. The re- 
sounding three-run homer by Hal 
Smith and the heartstopping game 
winning clout by Bill Mazeroski in the 
ninth brought the crown and bedlam 
to Pittsburgh. 


This was a game to remember, 
for you seldom see so much excite- 
ment wrapped in one package. Until the grand finale, however, 
this had been a rather dull World Series. In six previous con- 
tests the winner led from wire to wire in all but one game 
when the Bucs overcame a mere one-run handicap. The Yan- 
kees, of course, set a record for hits (91) and runs (55). 


Sensational relief pitching by Elroy Face and strong clutch 
work by starters Vernon Law and Harvey Haddix had kept the 
Bucs alive. But it was the Yankees who had looked like champions, 
and in defeat they did not tarnish their proud trademark.

Nothing means more to baseball players than money and the 
winner’s share of the loot was riding on each pitch. It was a grim, 
determined Vern Law who warmed. up for the Bucs, and you could 
feel the tension in Forbes Field by looking at your TV set hundreds 
of miles away. 


Pittsburgh fans, who had not had a chance to cheer their heroes 
at home since the opening game, had something to shout about as 
the Bucs jumped out front, 2, on Bob Skinner's walk and Recky 
Nelson's homer in the very first inning. 


Stengel went one step further with Bob Turley, who got 
the hook in the second after Smoky Burgess launched the 
inning with a single. Enter rookie Bill Stafford, who was obvi- 
ously and understandably nervous. He walked Don Hoak on 
four pitches as a starter, then fielded Mazeroski’s bunt hit 
which might have rolled foul. 


A worried Stengel rushed back to the mound, but allowed 
Stafford to remain on duty. Law tapped into a double play, but 
Bill Virdon iaced a chips-down single for two runs and a 44 lead. 


No lead is comfortable when you're playing the Yankees and 
Téuir innings later screaming Pittsburgh fans were suddenly silent 
because New York was no longer behind. Bill Skowron ignited the 
comeback with a solo homer in the fifth. Four Yankees came home 
and Law went out in the sixth. 


Bobby Richardson had singled and Kubek had walked with none 
out when Murtaugh strolled to the mound and lifted Law in favor 
of Face. But the little man, who had set down 16 official batters in 
order, wasn’t sharp in his fourth appearance. 


He disposed of Roger Maris, but Mickey Mantle slashed a 
run-producing single. At that juncture Old Pro Yogi Berra 
powered a three-run homer into the upper stands in right. An- 
nouncer Mel Allen said it was foul, but he was only confused 
like the Pirates. It was fair and the Yankees were out 
front, 5-4. 


Meanwhile, Bobby Shantz, who came on in the third, shot down 
the Bucs in scoreless style until the eighth. In the top half of that 
round the Yanks roughed up Face for two more runs to pad. their 
lead, 7-4, and the Series appeared to be over.

However, it was only starting for Pirate boosters, for the 
eighth and ninth were the most important innings in 35 years of 
baseball in Pittsburgh. Gino Cimoli led with a single and the Bucs 
then got their prodigious break when Virdon’s DP hopper hit Kubek 
in the throat. Yau! fans say it should assure the groundskeeper 
at Forbes Field a full cut of the loot. 


As the customers whooped it up, Dick Groat responded with an 
RBI single, but the Bucs still trailed 7-5. That hit spelled exit for 
Shantz and Jim Coates was Stengel’s choice. 


Every pitch was pressurized now as Skinner sacrificed 
runners to third and second. Virdon buzzed home when Roberto 
Clemente beat out an infield hit-an out later. Now it was 7-4 
with two down and up stepped Hal Smith. On his fourth serve, 
Coates fired a high fast ball and Smith drove it over the left- 
center wall. Now the Pirates had reclaimed the lead, 9-7, in 
one pulsating swing, and Pittsburgh fans were delirious at 
Forbes Field and elsewhere. 


Murtaugh promptly startled one and all by bringing in Bob 
Friend, who had composed an ERA of 10.50 in two previous stints, 
to protect the precious lead. Friend proved friendly again, and 
Richardson and Long singled as the game Yankees came on again. 


Murtaugh quickly made a change and lean Harvey Haddix 
had all the pressure in the world of baseball on his narrow shoulders. 
Maris went out but Mantle laced a scoring single. It was 9-8 with 
runners on first and third. Nelson made a great stop of Berra’s 
screaming grounder for the second out, but the alert Mantle zipped 
back to the bag to avert a game-ending DP and pinch-runner Gil 
McDougald scored. Haddix got Skowron to rap into a force, but it 
was 9-all. 


Ralph Terry then fed Mazeroski a fast ball and the long-awaited 
championship arrived in Pittsburgh as the ball cleared the left- 
field wall.
